The  18  year-old,  6’7” 
righthanded  hurler  for  the 
Brownies  was  the  second 
round  draft  choice  of  the 
Twins,  which  assigned  scout 
Packy  Rogers  to  watch 
Riley  throughout  the  season. 

The  “Snake’s”  family, 
which  resides  at  32  Melrose 
Place  in  Agawam,  received 
word  of  their  son’s  drafting 
at  approximately  2:55 
Tuesday  afternoon,  when 
Riley  was  out  at  a  Brownie 
practice  session,  readying 
himself  for  Wednesday’s 
semi-final  game  against 
Chicopee  Comp. 

Although  the  Rileys  were 
expecting  their  son  to  be 
drafted,  the  actual  phone 
call  confirming  the  draft 
came  as  a  surprise  in  a  way, 
according  to  Mrs.  Marion 
Riley,  the  “Snake’s,’ 
mother. 


the  telephone  interview. 

She  also  added  that  Mike 
had  wanted  to  become  a  big- 
league  player  since  he  was 
eight,  when  his  father 
bought  him  his  first  baseball 
glove. 

Packy  Rogers  scout  for 
the  Minnesota  Twins  which 
drafted  Riley,  told  the 
Advertiser-News  last 
Wednesday  that  the  Twins 
organization  will  send  the 
“Snake”  to  their  rookie 
team  at  Elizabethton,  Tenn. 
in  the  Appalachian  League. 

“From  there,  Mike  will  be 
advanced  to  the  Midwest 
League,  where  our 
Wisconsin  Rapids  Single  A 
team  is  located”,  Rogers 
explained.  No  further  terms 
of  the  contract  were 
discussed  at  the  time. 

The  Twins’  scout  also 
commented  that  “any  young 
player  that  can  hit,  field,  or 
pitch  with  some  sort  of  skill, 
our  organization  will  take  a 
look  at  him,”  he  said 


According  to  a  report  in 
the  Daily  News,  the  Cin- 
cinatti  Reds  had  Riley  the 
10th  ranked  player  in  the 
country  for  this  year’s 
summer  draft.  The  Reds 
were  another  team  out  for 
the  “Snake”,  and  had  him 
ready  to  draft  next  if  the 
Twins  did  not  obtain  him  in 
the  draft.  Cincinnati  was 
17th  in  the  second  round  of 
the  draft. 

The  scout  that  drafted 
Riley,  Packy  Rogers,  was 
also  the  man  that  signed  Joe 
Fay,  who  played  with  the 
Boston  Red  Sox  in  1967. 
Rogers  is  also  known  for  his 
excellent  choices  in  the 
pitchers  he  recommends. 

Riley’s  manager  on  his 
first  pro  team  will  be  Fred 
Waters,  who  coached  Rod 
Carew  in  1964,  while  also 
doing  a  bit  of  playing  himself 
with  the  Pittsburgh  Pirates 
back  in  1955-56.

Chmielewski  told  of  the 
numerous  accidents  he  has 
had  to  investigate  on  existing 
Route  57.

TO  THE  EDITOR 

On  May  31,  1978,  the 
Agawam  Board  of  Appeals 
granted  a  variance  for  Mrs. 
D’s  Country  Store  on  South- 
wick  St. 

During  the  past  weeks, 
through  a  hearing  and  many 
articles  via  the  and  the 
press,  the  pros  and  cons 
have  been  discussed  at 
length.  Everything 
imaginable  has  come  to  light 
while  the  real  issue  remains 
clouded.  It  is  a  case  of  zoning 
-  period!  It  is  also  being 
treated  as  a  current  issue. 
This  writer  has  been  in¬ 
volved  in  hearings  dating 
back  to  1967.  In  1965,  prior  to 
the  purchase  of  our 
property,  we  made  inquiries 
into  the  future  of  the  then 
closed  garage.  We  were  told 
by  the  chairman  of  the 
Planning  Board  that  it  would 
no  doubt  revert  to  an  A  2 
status  and  there  was  no 
possible  chance  of  a  spot 
zoning  situation. 

The  findings  of  the  Board 
of  Appeals  covers  some  6 
pages.  The  meeting  con¬ 
vened  at  2  p.m.  and  con¬ 
cluded  about  2:21  p.m. 
Several  points  should  be 
brought  to  light  both  about 
this  meeting  and  the  issue  in 
general.  For  the  sake  of 
length  alone,  I  believe 
enumeration  will  suffice. 

1.  This  meeting  took  about 
21  minutes,  yet,  a  6  page 
finding  was  filed  with  the 
town  clerk’s  office  some  40 
minutes  later  at  3:04  p.m.  If 
indeed  this  decision  was 
made  at  the  time  of  this 
meeting,  how  could  such  a 
lengthy  paper  be  typed  and 
filed  so  soon?  There  are  17 
articles  in  the  Board’s  fin¬ 
dings.  At  least  6  of  these 
were  never  discussed  at  this 
time.  How  then,  could  they 
become  part  of  the  final 
findings  based  on  this 
meeting? 

2.  Attorney  Allen  stated  he 
had  prepared  10  conditions 
for  and  against  the  variance. 
He  was  asked  to  read  the  10 
conditions  for  the  variance 
and  did  so.  Following  this,  a 
brief  discussion  was  held 
and  several  points  further 
explained. 

After  this,  a  vote  was 
taken.  The  conditions  or 
points  against  the  variance 
were  never  read  and  are  still 
unknown.  The  former  are 
incorporated  as  part  of  the 
Board’s  findings. 

3.  Article  9  of  the  finding 
states  that  the  building 
because  of  it’s  structure  and 
lot  size  cannot  be  used  for  a 
residence.  Nowhere  have  I 
seen  the  fact  stated  that  Mr. 
Cavanaugh  offered  to  buy 
the  property  from  the  then 
owners  at  no  financial  loss  to 
them.  His  intention  was  to 
use  the  building  as  a  2  car 
garage  and  extend  his  year 
in  back.  This  same  article 
states  there  are  other 
commercial  activities  in  this 
neighborhood  such  as 
vegetable  stands  and  farm 
produce  stands.  The  only 
such  stand  in  this  area  is  a 
producing  farm  about  V4 
mile  East  where  a  seasonal 
stand  is  maintained.  This  is 
allowed  under  Article  VI 


Sec.  20-34  (b)  of  the  Towns 
Zoning  by-laws  which  is 
Agricultural  Zoning  not 
Commercial. 

4.  The  fact  that  the  store 
was  purchased  as  such  in 
good  faith  seems  a  bit  one 
sided  as  we  also  purchased 
our  property  in  good  faith 
when  we  were  told  no  spot 
zoning  could  exist  as 
previously  stated. 

5.  The  traffic  problem 
cited  was  to  be  treated  as  a 
police  matter.  The  extra 
hazzard  of  a  store  only  seven 
feet  from  Rte  57  seemed  to 
be  glossed  over. 
Interestingly  enough  8  days 
later  on  June  8,  1978  at  the 
Rte  57  public  hearing,  one- 
Board  member  expounded 
on  the  seriousness  of  the 
present  Rte  57  traffic 
problem  and  heartily  en¬ 
couraged  Commissioner 
Carroll  and  other  state 
personne  present  to  proceed 
with  the  new  highway  as 
soon  as  possible. 

I  am  su  e  I  could  go  on  and 
cite  more  points  I  question. 
However,  I  am  not  sure  it 
would  matter  anymore  than 
it  has  to  date.  The  fact  that  a 
point  was  made  at  the  May 
10th  hearing  that  a  decision 
would  be  based  on  legality 
not  the  heart  seems  trite 
now. 

If  the  “Price  of  liberty  is 
Eternal  Vigilence”  a 
common  mis-phrasing  of 
“The  conditions  upon  which 
God  has  given  liberty  to  man 
is  Eternal  Vigilence”  (John 
Philpot  Curran  1750)  is  true, 
then  how  long  will  it  take  the 
people  of  Agawam  to  realize 
their  individual  liberties  are 
being  imposed  upon.

To  the  Editor 

As  an  Agawam  resident 
and  voter,  I  am  greatly 
disturbed  by  efforts  within 
the  Charter  Commission  and 
by  an  article  that  appeared 
recently  in  the  Springfield 
Daily  News  concerning  a 
proposal  to  change  the 
initiative  petition 
requirements  as  they  now 
exist  in  the  present  charter. 

Article  Eight  of  the 
existing  charter  permits  ten 
percent  of  the  voters  to 
initiate  a  referendum  vote. 
Those  who  oppose  this 
provision  argue  that  it  has 
worked  to  the  benefit  of 
special  interest  groups  and 
to  the  detriment  of  the 
majority.  I  strongly 
disagree. 

The  cornerstone  of  a 
democratic  society  is  the 
voice  of  the  people.  If  the 
voters  feel  that  their 
government  has  not  acted 
wisely  or  has  failed  to  act, 
then  concerted  action  to 
attempt  to  alter  the  situation 
is  the  right,  even  the  duty,  of 
the  citizens.  This  basic  right 
should  not  be  obstructed  or 
discouraged  by  changes 
which  would  make  initiative 
petition  useless  and  im¬ 
possible  by  increasing  the 
required  percentage  to  an 
unreasonably  high  figure. 

Those  critics  of  the  ten 
percent  requirement  for 
initiative  petiion  argue  that 
special  elections  are  costly 
and  not  definitive  of  the 
majority  viewpoint.  When 


compared  to  legal  fees  that 
have  been  expended  by  the 
town  to  fight  court  battles 
over  political  issues  that 
decided  by  referendum  vote, 
the  price  tag  of  a  special 
election  amounts  to  a 
bargain.  As  far  as  ex¬ 
pressing  the  will  of  the 
majority,  a  ten  percent  vote 
or  twenty  percent  vote  would 
not  make  a  substantial 
difference.  Perhaps  low 
voter  turnout  is  due  to 
apathy  or  lack  of  publicity 
by  opponents  and 
proponents.  If  voters  elect  to 
stay  home  on  the  day  of  a 
special  election,  they  have  in 
effect  cast  their  ballots. 

I  suggest  that  Agawam 
retain  the  present  ten  per¬ 
cent  requirement  for 
citizens’  initiative  petitions. 
Any  upward  revision  of  this 
percentage  would  be 
detrimental  to  the 
democratic  process.  In 
addition,  to  require  an  ar¬ 
bitrary  percentage  of  voters 
in  a  special  election  to  make 
the  election  binding  serves 
no  useful  purpose  but  to 
frustrate  citizens  seeking 
redress. 

Thank  you  for  the  op¬ 
portunity  to  express  my 
views  on  this  subject.

Now  that  the  voters  of 
Agawam  have  expressed 
their  desires  in  the  recent 
Referendum  Election,  it  is 
time  to  get  down  to  business 
and  stop  playing  games.

An 
organization  I  might  add 
that  is  made  up  of  taxpayers 
concerned  about  Agawam 
and  its  future  and  who,  to  the 
best  of  my  knowledge,  have 
no  connection  with  the  Town 
through  employment  or 
otherwise  and  therefore 
have  nothing  personal  to 
gain. 

“I  feel  the  time  has  come 
when  the  citizens  of  the  Town 
should  be  told  the  truth.  The 
bargaining  and  the  deals 
should  be  laid  aside  and  the 
elected  and  appointed  of¬ 
ficials  should  put  their  ef¬ 
forts  into  working  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  Town 
and  the  taxpayers  and  not 
for  their  own  personal  gain.

The  Treasurer’s  figure  of 
$21,970  would  be  correct  I 
believe,  if  he  were  to  be  paid

The  people  of 
Agawam  have  spoken— they  want  the  bypass.  The  safety 
of  the  residents  must  be  the  prime  consideration. 

The  need  is  obvious.  The  opposition  arguments  are 
weak  and  self-centered. 

Agawam  residents  know  what  is  best  for  their  town— they 
have  waited  long  and  patiently  but  time  is  running  out. 
The  present  situation  is  becoming  unbearable. 

Commissioners— our  safety  and  that  of  our  children  are 
in  your  hands.  I  urge  you— proceed! _

Precinct  1 

Councilor  Frederick  Nardi 
has  been  active  in  Agawam 
town  politics  for  a  number  of 
years,  holding  such  positions 
as  Selectman,  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Health,  and 
member  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Welfare  for  the  state 
of  Massachusetts. 

Nardi  commented  that  he 
likes  the  present  Coun¬ 
cil/Manager  form  of 
government  wherein  the  top 
official  (manager)  is  ap¬ 
pointed.  He  said  he  felt  that  a 
“qualified  person”  is  needed 
in  the  position,  and  that 
elections  have  a  habit  of 
turning  into  popularity 
contests.  Nardi  also  noted 
that  while  the  selectmen 
were  dedicated,  they  were 
only  “part-timers  who  had  a 
lot  of  responsibility.”  He 
stated  that  “we  (selectmen) 
didn’t  have  the  time 
necessary  to  work  at  it.” 


Feeling  that  a  fifteen 
member  Council  may  be  a 
little  “unwieldly”,  Nardi 
noted  that  he  would  prefer  a 
nine  member  Council,  voted 
at  large  but  representing  the 
precincts.  He  said  that  an  at- 
large  candidate  would  really 
have  to  get  “exposure”,  and 
make  himself  known  to  a 
large  number  of  residents. 

Calling  the  present  Route 
57  “really  a  mess”,  Nardi 
stressed  the  importance  of 
the  proposed  expansion  of 
the  road  for  the  good  of  the 
town,  and  the  safety  of  the 
citizens. 

Nardi  is  Senior  Vice 
President  and  General 
Manager  of  Sweet  Life 
Foods.  He  and  his  wife, 
Dorothea,  an  English 
teacher  at  Agawam  High 
School,  live  on  North  Street 
in  Feeding  Hills. 


Data  Processing.  A  salary 
which  the  previous  Council 
in  their  wisdom  refused  to 
authorize  payment  of  via  the 
defeat  of  an  ordinance 
pertaining  to  that  position. 
Therefore  legally  he  cannot 
receive  this  salary. 

The  Manager  and  other  top 
Town  officials  have  claimed 
the  Reorganization  Plan  has 
been  in  effect  for  the  past 
three  years.  This  again  is  a 
fallacy.  It  was  1974  when  the 
former  Manager  first  sub¬ 
mitted  this  Plan  which  was 
soundly  defeated  by  an  11-3 
vote  of  the  Council.  Two 
years  later  1976,  with  only 
one  or  two  very  minor 
changes  the  former  Manager 
re-submitted  the  same  Plan. 
After  much  controversy, 
vote  switching  and  bomb 
scares  etc.  it  narrowly 
passed  the  Council  with  an  8- 
7  vote.  It  was,  I  believe  in 
mid  1977  that  Reorganization 
was  finally  implemented. 

At  the  risk  of  sounding 
repetitious  the  major  con¬ 
cern  of  the  organization  is: 
What  is  best  for  the  com¬ 
munity  as  a  whole?”  When 
we  were  presented  with  what 
has  to  be  an  expensive  plan, 
which  lacked  job  descrip¬ 
tions  or  qualifications 
required  to  hold  a  Direc¬ 
torship,  plus  an  unjustified 
cost  factor  and  because  of 
the  Council’s  action  and  lack 
of  action,  we  felt  we  had  no 
alternative  but  to  seek  legal 
action  which  resulted  in  a 
court  suit.  Early  in  the  case 
the  Judge  warned  that  if 
Reorganization  were  im¬ 
plemented  and  the  Directors 
appointed  that  it  would  be 
done  so  at  the  peril  of  the 
Manager,  because  he  (the 
judge)  could  at  any  time  rule 
the  plan  out  or  have  it  put 
before  the  people  via  a 
special  election.  As  you  are 
aware  a  Referendum 
election  was  the  route  the 
judge  took,  thereby  allowing 
you,  the  taxpayers,  to  have  a 
voice  in  the  expenditure  of 
your  tax  dollars.” 

I  hope  the  organization  will 
grow  and  continue  to  work 
and  represent  the  people  of 
Agawam  in  an  unbiased  and 
neutral  manner,  keeping  the 
citizens  aware  of  what  is 
going  on.
